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Looking to the Future!

One of the most important duties of 
the engineer of a locomotive is that of look- 
ing well ahead! Whenever a railway 
train passes you see the engineer, with that 
‘eternal vigilance,” from which there is 
no relaxation, standing in the cab, and 
keenly scanning through his window of ob- 
servation the ‘ road,” as he speeds along 
at the rate of fifty to sixty miles per hour ; 
the object being to detect, and to detect in 
good time, any obstacle or source of danger 
that may be in his way, likely to cause 
danger or disaster to his train. This is 
looking ahead, and is pre-eminently a case of 
‘*to be forewarned is to be forearmed.” 

In a like manner does the business man 
sometimes look into the future, for any con- 
tingencies that are likely to arise to inter- 
fere with his business, for any changes that 
may crop up to alter the regular supply of 
his raw material, or interfere with the price 
thereof. 

From this legitimate kind of forethought 
the paper maker cannot be exempted. He 
has need to be continually on the watch, not 
only for present bargains, but for a con- 
tinuance of them. He will view with a 
considerable amount of interest the various 
changes that are taking place in the 
country—in its social, commercial and 
political aspects, and will weigh, with a 
good deal of ingenuity and intelligence, 
the bearing such changes may have upon 
his particular trade. 

In no department of the paper-making 
business is this kind of watchfulness and 
forethought more needed than in that of 
the supply of the raw material. For the 
making of book and writing papers rags 
were the only fibre available; and, as 
paper making grew, and the demand in- 
creased, rags became scarce and dear, and 
dear because of their scarcity. For the 
making of news, recourse was had to 
bagging, straw, cotton waste, waste paper, 
etc., and as the demand for them increased 
with almost lightning rapidity, these fibres 
were also so greatly run upon as to be- 
come searce and dear likewise. 

It was at this critical juncture that the 
feasibility of using wood. as a paper-making 
fibre came to be thought of. ‘‘ Necessity is, 
the mother of invention,” and the need, in 
fact, the imperative necessity, of finding 
some new and suitable material for paper- 
making purposes resulted in the successful 
development of the wood-pulp business as 
we have it to-day ; and because of its plen- 
titude and cheapness, and cheap because of 
its great abundance, wood has become the 
fibre on which most every mill is now run- 
ning, but especially those making news and 
the cheaper grades of book papers. 

Now then comes the question, and that 
an important one, Is there not some danger 
of the wood some day becoming scarce and 
dear? Will the forests last forever? Is the 
planting going on as fast as the cutting 
down? 

The consumption of wood at the present 
time is something enormous, and as a mat- 
ter of course the depletion is being carried 
on at those points which involve the small- 
est amount of land carriage. As these 
lands are cleared it will be necessary to go 
further afield for the supplies, thus increas- 
ing the price of the raw material at the 
mills. Not only are the forests of these 
United’ States being rapidly depleted to 
meet the demand for wood for paper-mak- 
ing purposes, but from a statement just 
published we see that Canada is also being 
largely drawn upon for supplies, and that 
no less than 2,000 cords of pulp wood per 
day are being sent from the Dominion into 
the States. So great is the demand and 
with such jealousy is this viewed that the 
Canadians are at th’s moment, through 
their town councils and chambers of com- 
merce, memorializing their Government to 
consider the propriety of placing a duty of 


$8 per cord on all pulp wood sent into the 
States. 

These are facts which paper makers and 
pulp manufacturers would do well to con- 
sider, for there is no doubt that wood will 
ere long have to be advanced in price, and 
for the reasons above stated. Whatthenis 
to be the fibre of the future, and where 
the source whence to obtain it? For the 
making of news no cheaper article probably 
can be obtained than that of ground wood, 
and in the making of this alone the demand 
for the raw material may ere long be in ex- 
cess of the supply.

the Oran, at from $15 to $16.25 per ton, 
and Tripoli at from $14.50 to $15.50. These 
grasses could be delivered at any conven- 
ient port in the United States at the same 
prices, and, being raw material, would come 
in duty free, thus placing the paper makers 
of this country on a par with the makers of 
the United Kingdom. 

From these figures it will be seen that 
paper can be made cheaper by the use of 
esparto than with sulphite ; and it might be 
used with very great advantage in the 
United States by the makers of book and 
writing papers who are now running very 
largely on rag stock. For them it would 


could be almost extinguished by the use of very materially cheapen the cost of produc- 


some other fibre, which would probably an- 
swer their purpose better— 
esparto grass, for example. 

Esparto grass fibre has 
never been much used by 
the paper makers of the 
United States. It is, how- 
ever, very much in evidence 
as. a prime paper-making 
material in Great Britain 
and on the continent of 
Europe. In France, only 
recently, a company has 
been formed for the purpose 
of manufacturing esparto 
pulp for the use of paper 
makers, and with every 
prospect of success. Of 
course, esparto has been in 
use in France for many years for paper 
making ; but this new move is to concen- 
trate the boiling and bleaching of the grass 
into a separate and distinct business 

The site of this new pulp mill is advan- 
tageously situated for receiving the grass 
direct from the fields where it is grown, 
along the coast of North Africa. The idea 
is to boil and bleach the grass and deliver 
it to the paper mills in pulp form, like wood 
pulp. 

In Great Britain esparto grass has been 
a favorite fibre, used in paper making for 
the last forty years or more, especially by 
the makers of the finer grades of book and 
writing papers ; and notwithstanding that 
wood pulp of all kinds has been largely im- 
ported in recent years, the arrivals of es- 
parto do not diminish, but rather increase, 
the imports for 1896 being nearly 6,000 tons 
more than those of 1895. 

Esparto grass grows in Spain and on the 
north coast of Africa. The latter is 
shipped for export from the ports of Oran, 
Tripoli, etc. The Spanish grade isthe best 
and is largely used by the Scotch makers of 
writing papers; by such firms as Pirie, of 
Aberdeen; Cowans, of Pennicuick, etc. 
To show the increasing partiality of these 
Scotch makers for esparto—the Spanish es- 
parto—it may be stated that their consump- 
tion of it in 1896 exceeded by 7,342 tons 
that of 1895. These figures speak for 
themselves as to the preference for esparto 
grass for the making of writings and other 
superior grades of paper im Scotland. 

There is one advantage about esparto 
—it grows naturally. When the forests 
of these United States are denuded of 
trees, and the failure to replant has been so 
neglected that wood has become a scarce 
article, the esparto will still be there. It is 
cut or plucked twice a year, and its growth 
is, figuratively speaking, unlimited. 

As a fibre for paper-making purposes 
esparte grass cannot be surpassed, espe- 
cially for papers of the best quality. There 
are three grades of esparto, which go to 
make up three grades of paper, namely, 
the Spanish, Oran and Tripoli. The first 
is used in the finest writing and book 
papers. Oran is an excellent material for 
book papers and secondary qualities of writ- 
ing papers, and Tripoli is used by the mak- 
ers of the finer grades of news and in papers 
used fodr magazines and other forms of 
cheap literature, or where wood cuts are in- 
serted. 

The price of esparto is very moderate 
compared with what it was a few years ago. 
The Spanish can be bought at from $22 to 
$24 per ton of 2,240 pounds in Great Britain;

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Kinks for the Machine Tender

It has been found by experiments that 
in transmitting power by belt the mere put- 
ting in of a countershaft absorbs about 10 
per cent. of the power transmitted. 

When half a dozen shafts are required in 
order to get power to a point at a distance 
from the engine or water wheel, the loss 
would not be 60 per cent., as at first glance 
it seems to be, but at the first counter there 
would be 90 per cent. ; at the second, 81 per 
cent. ; third, 73 per cent.; fourth, 66 per 
cent.; fifth, 59 per cent.; sixth, 53 per cent. 

Nearly one-half the power is lost in trans- 
mission. And this is the general average 
as found in paper mills. One-half the power 
is lost during transmission, and using only 
50 per cent. of the 6% per cent. derived 
from fuel combustion the useful work 
derived from the total amount of heat in 
the coal will be .53 x .0684 — .0321, only 34 
per cent. of the work value of the fuel. 
No wonder Edison, Tesla and other inven- 
tors are seeking to derive electricity direct 
from coal without travcling the wasteful 
steam engine road to get it 

Here is where electric transmission of 


| power comes in (after one has got the 





power). Starting with the, 6% per cent. 
given by a steam engine, a dynamo will 
turn the power into electricity at a loss of 
only 4 per cent., leaving .96 x .0684—.067 
percent. The loss by electrical transmis- 
sion may be made as light or as heavy as 
is desired by putting in large or small con- 
ductors. The usual and most economical 
point is to wire for about 2 per cent. loss, 
which would give .065 efficiency at the mo- 
tor, which turns current back into power 
with a loss of only 4 per cent., leaving 
.065 x .96—.0624, a little less than 64% per

cent. against 34% per cent. derived from 
belt transmission. Then, with electrical 
transmission direct from engine to machine, 
nearly double the power is placed there 
than with belt driving. 

But this doesn’t work when it comes to 
electric heating. Not but what electricity 
will heat well enough, but it costs too 
much. In heating by steam we get the 90 
per cent. boiler efficiency right from the 
start : with electricity there is only the .065 
efficiency at the heater to begin with, 
against the 90 per cent. above noted. And 
90 against 6% per cent. is enough to stand 
off electric heating for a time at least 
where steam power must be used for gen- 
erating current. It may be well to carry 
this line of thought a little 
arther and call the atten- 
tion of mill men to the 
value of heating (and drying 
when it is possible) by 
means of hot air instead of 
steam. 

In steam heating the pro- 
cess may be likened to do- 
ing a small business with a 
large capital, for a good 
deal of heat must be put 
into the water before any 
can be got out for heating 
purposes. Steam forms at 
212°, but between water at 
212° and steam at 212% inter- 
venes a gap which must be

True, the same quan 
tity of heat is given out again when the 
steam is condensed into water again, and 
sometimes this is a decided advantage, 
sometimes not. 

If a low degree of heat is wanted, it can- 
not be obtained direct, for the steam heat 
will give 212° or nothing (except a diminish- 
ing heat after steam is shut off and the ap- 
paratus is cooling). 

With hot water there is no need of wait- 
ing until 966 units have been absorbed be- 
fore the apparatus begins to work, for just 
as soon as the circulating water has been 
heated in the least, even a single degree, 
the system begins to work and to distribute 
the heat put into the water. 

The temperature can be made to reach 
212 degrees and even more by keeping up 
pressure in the equalizing tank (where ex- 
pansion of the liquid and some other things 
are taken care of) until the water is under 
a pressure which corresponds to the degree 
of temperature required. 

With water heat the fire may go out, but 
the hot water will keep right on traveling 
through pipes and radiators until it is less 
than a single degree hotter than the sur- 
rounding air. The large body of water 
contained in the pipes enables it to carry 
many heat units. 

For instance, a 3-inch pipe, 12 feet long, 
filled with water at 212°, will give off about 
70,000 heat units before it 1s cooled to 70’. 

Steam at 90 pounds pressure will contain 
1,182 heat units from water at 32°, and cool- 
ing to 70, leaves about 1,150 units per pound 
available. As there can be 2 pounds of 
steam in the pipe at one time, the total heat 
available is only 2,300 units, after steam 1s 
shut off. 

There are many things in favor of hot 
water for drying, as well as for heating. 
One great objection is its weight, which 
when put into dryers of large capacity 
makes a great weight to be handled. 

When steam or water is shut off the 
action is very different. Steam shut off from 
12 feet of 3-inch pipe will allow the vapor 
to condense, and out comes the 2,300 units, 
then everything is flat and cold, but when 
the hot water valve is closed the gradual 
giving off of heat continues until the 70,000 
heat units will come away gradually, and 
keep things warm for along time without 
any fire on the grate.

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Device for Coating. 


There is illustrated herewith a newly 
patented device for applying coating mix- 
tures, such as size, glue, paste, etc., to 
paper, the object being to distribute the 
coating material smoothly and evenly. 

Fig. 1 is a perspective view of the de- 
vice, the end of the ——— cylinder 
being broken off, and Fig. 2 is a detail sec- 

tional view of the distributer. 

In the drawings, A represents the dis” 
tributing cylinder or chamber, which is 
preferably in the form of a tube of sufficient 
size, closed at both endsand having a longi- 
tudinal slot Bin its lower portion slightly 
in advance of a vertical plane passing 
through the axis of thecylinder. The coat- 
ing material is fed through this slot, and in 
order to regulate its flow the adjusting or 
regulating screws 4 are provided, by which 
the width of the opening may be varied. 
Just in rear of this slot the cylinder is pro- 
vided with a longitudinally grooved or 
slotted portion, so shaped as to form a sharp 
smooth lip C, which serves to smoothly and 
evenly distribute the coating material, 
which is fed upon the surface to be coated 
through the slot. 

The strip to be coated is shown at E, and 
it is preferable to feed this under the coat- 
ing cylinder by means of an endless belt D, 
passing over rotating rollers F F, and driven 
by any suitable means. The rollers, or one of 
them, are made adjustable to vary the ten- 
sion on the belt, according to the nature of 
the coating desired. 

It will be observed that the coating cylin- 
der is located below the top portion of the 
rollers, so that the belt is depressed ang 
hugs the coating cylinder where it passes 
beneath it, thus insuring a more perfect dis- 
tribution of the coating material by the slot 
and lip. 

The coating material is supplied to the 
distributing cylinder from an elevated res- 
ervoir G, which is preferably made adjust- 
able to permit it to be .raised or lowered to 
vary the pressure, and hence the quant ty 
of the material fed to the distributing 
cylinder. In order to permit the vertical 
adjustment of the reservoir, it is connected 
with the cylinder by a flexible rubber tube 
H 

It 1s sometimes found desirable to coat 
only a portion of the strip of paper or fab- 
ric and not the full width, and to provide 
for this adjustable slides a are provided, by 
which a portion of the feed slot may be 


closed, as desired.

The interior of 
the building will be devoted to a perfect 
and practical exemplification of the uses of 
silver, from the mine to its most intricate 
and artistic adaptation to the beautiful in 
art and the indestructible in science. The 
contributions of silver will be in the nature 
of a loan, and when the exposition is over 
the building will be burned and the silver 


returned to the original owners.

Barrels, tanks and wooden vessels of all 
kinds may be made impervious to oil by 
coating the interior with silicate of soda. 
In using the silicate, it is heated to the boil- 
ing point, or nearly so, sufficient water to 
compensate for evaporation being added. 
If it is a barrel which is to be treated, pour 
in a few gallons of the hot silicate, drive in 
the bung, and then turn the barrel round, 
and also endwise, so that the silicate will 





reach all parts of the inside. Then drain 
off the surplus silicate. If a pail or box or 
tank is to be treated, fill with the hot 


silicate, and after a few minutes drain off 
the surplus.

DAYTON, Ohio, April 1, 1897. 

The spring impetus in trade circles 
is anything except natural. It is almost a 
misnomer. In years past the spring sea- 
sons were characterized by unusual activity 
and an influx of orders which betokened a 
healthy tone of trade. The spring trade 
was considered the barometer, and by it 
the gauge was fixed for the year. 

Intervening periods of dullness and de- 
pression have somewhat changed the com- 
mercial order of things, and while affairs 
brighten up a bit at this season the re- 
currence of seasonable activity is not in 
evidence, nor is it expected. 

The existing conditions are said to be as 
promising as could be hoped for. 

The writer visited the mills of the Hoff- 
man Paper Company (the former White 
mills) the past week, and was gratified to 
observe the success of the new manage- 
ment, so far as it was noticeable on the 
surface. Various departments were run- 
ning and many improvements had been 
effected. The mills are producing writings, 
bonds and linens principally, and it is un- 
derstood that preparations for night opera- 
tions are in progress. The gentlemen in 
charge, Maxwell Howard and Chauncey W. 
Young, report most favorably, and predict 
a thoroughly good trade for the first year. 

It is not known exactly what H. H. Hoff- 
man, the proprietor, expects to do. He 
has guardedly kept his policy to himself, 
but it is stated that a reorganization will 
be made later on. Mr. Hoffman is a 
wealthy tobacconist, and has had but little 
experience in the paper-manufacturing 
business. It is claimed that he has un- 
bounded faith in the success of the plant, 
and that he proposes to show the inter- 
ested capitalists what can be done before 
he attempts a reorganization. 

It is earnestly hoped that the White mills 
will yet prove an enterprise of a substan- 
tial character for Dayton. It is not thought 
that the blank-book and printing depart- 
ment will receive much attention in the 


future. A gentleman closely associated 
with the concern admitted that the load of 
various departments, which unquestion- 
ably divided attention and effective work 
instead of concentrating it, went far in 
pushing the company to the wall. 

The Wrenn Paper Company’s mills at 
Middletown have been closed for some 
time to admit of repairs of a material char- 
acter. New beaters and washers from the 
Dayton Globe Iron Works were sent from 
this city this week and the work of fitting 
them up was immediately begun. Three 
new beaters and washers of the most ap- 
proved pattern will be erected, and new 
flooring placed on the ground floor of the 
mills, 

This reminds me that the Sabin Robbins 
Paper Company, of the same place, is pros- 
ecuting notable improvements in the con- 
struction of acommodious addition to its 
already large plant. It israpidly approach- 
ing completion and may be ready for occu- 
pancy in a few days. The constantly in- 
creasing business of the firm necessitated 
either a removal to larger quarters or the 
erection of an addition on the present site. 
The latter plan was adopted. 

Members of the trade have had consider- 
able fun at the expense of the above-named 
gentleman, Sabin Robbins. It seems that 
in an unguarded moment he consented to 
become a candidate for member of school 
board in his ward. Later it was ascer- 
tained by Mr. Robbins that a friend of his 
had decided to make the race, and it did 
not take much persuasion to secure a 
promise from Mr. Robbins to withdraw. 
He did everything within his power to con- 
trovert the first announcement. He pub- 
licly declined ; he privately declined; he 
refused to listen to the free and generous 
advice of his closest friends ; he published 
cards in the newspapers, and, in fact, did 
everything except makirig a personal can- 
vass against himself. Imagine his sur- 
prise when the ballots were counted, and it 
was found that he had been selected as the 
candidate. There is little doubt of his 
election next Monday, though he has con- 
tinued his fight against himself. Such is 
the reward of popularity. It is pretty diffi- 
cult for a good business man to escape the 
public eye these days. I hope Mr. Robbins 


will not kick over the traces and refuse to 
serve. That would be a downright shame, 
and a flagrant injustice to his faithful and 
loyal constituency. 

Major Fox, of the Fox Paper Company, 
Crescentville, is infusing the quintessence 
of energy into the work of rebuilding the 
dismantled mills. He has made satisfactory 
progress, and the company certainly has no 
reason tocomplain. The fire was a most 
disastrous one and left naught but mere 
charred traces of a once handsome and sub- 
stantial plant, but since the very date of 
the conflagration Crescentville has been 
fairly alive with workingmen, contractors, 
paper-mill and machinery men. Major 
Fox began his efforts with a practical sys- 
tem, and chaos has been supplanted by 
order and results. . 

It is understood that the company has 
concluded to use part of the equipment of 
the Kansas City Paper Company, in addition 
to new machinery. 

Paper manufacturers up and down the 
valley were relieved considerably the past 
week when the canal was opened for navi- 
gation from Dayton to Lockland. The 
good boat, ‘‘the Gem City,” loaded with 
rags for a mill south of Hamilton, was the 
first to traverse the waterway since the 
recent storms. The northern section of the 
canal will be opened for navigation as soon 
as the repairs are made. 

It may be of interest to know that Paul 
J. Sorg, of the Jacoby Paper Company, has 
returned to Middletown, where he will per- 
manently reside. Mr. Sorg served a most 
satisfactory term in Congress at a great 
personal sacrifice. It is not thought that he 
will again seek political prominence, though 
he has had his optics on the gubernatorial 
chair for some time. 

Sarah McKnight has filed suit against the 
administrator of the estate of the late Ed- 
ward Snider, of the Louis Snider's Sons 
Company to secure a claim of $1,579, money 
said to be due for personal services in car- 
ing for the deceased, and for room rent, 
board, etc. The claim was presented to 
the administrator, and rejected. 

Dayton has mastered the situation fairly 
well with its several thousand unemployed 
men this winter. A movement for the 
benefit of workingmen was started by 
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John Maley, a paper maker, who formerly 
worked at the Mead Mills and later at the 
He lost his position at 
the latter place when the company made

its assignment and has been unemployed, 
practically, since that time. 
meeting of the unemployed, and several 
thousand responded. Municipal boards 
and the board of associated charities con- 
ferred at this meeting, and the outcome was 
that work was secured for the greater num- 
ber of the men. The city’s funds were 
bankrupt, but a local brewer came to the 
rescue and advanced a loan. In addi- 
tion, the water works department laid a 
half-dozen miles of main, and thus the sit- 
uation was met. These conditions are 
usually costly to a city, as improvements 
are prosecuted at a time when they are of 
little benefit. Manufacturers and business 
men also responded promptly in affording 
relief to the flood sufferers of North 
Dayton. 

The American Straw Board Company's 
plant at Circleville was started this week, 
and will likely continue uninterruptedly 
from this date on. 

There are some manufacturers in this 
valley who consider it high time to petition 
Congress to urge the necessity of timely 
action by the United States Government in 
insuring a creditable and comprehensive 
American department at the Paris Exposi- 
tion of 1900. The United States would 
scarcely get left, but without official action 
it may be badly handicapped. Dayton 
and Miami: Valley exhibitors (and there 
are not a few) want the best space and in- 
ducements obtainable. M. V.

APPLETON, Wis.. March 30, 1897. 

The condition of business in this val- 
ley shows no material change from last 
week. There are no complaints, so far as 
your correspondent has heard, of lack of 
orders, but prices are such, the manufac- 
turers say, that there is very little profit to 
be made in the business. 

It is safe to say that no article recently 
in Tue Parer TRADE JourRNAL has aroused 
more favorable comment in this part of the 
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country than the one entitled a ‘‘ Saturday 
Half-Holiday for Paper Workers,” written 
by James Hall, and published in the issue 
of March 18. Several of the manufacturers 
of this valley have spoken to me about it, 
and expressed a desire to have the matter 
agitated generally throughout the paper- 
making communities of the country, to the 
end that some such plan may be eventually 
adopted. Mr. Hall speaks of the paper 
makers of Great Britain as now asking for 
this boon T.S. Tait, of Aberdeen, Scot- 
land, whose visit to this district several 
weeks ago has been previously referred to 
in these columns, talked of the matter 
while here, and left the impression that 
many of the English and Scottish mills 
were already enjoying the Saturday half- 
holiday. Fox River manufacturers think 
that aplan like this would help greatly in 
the solution of the present problem of over- 
production. It would be better for the 
manufacturers, for the men, for the mills 
and for the machinery if the mills closed, 
say at 1 o'clock Saturday afternoon, and 
did not commence again until Monday 
morning. Manufacturers here would like 
to have the correspondents of THe Paper 
TRADE JouRNAL sound the manufacturers 
elsewhere and determine their sentiments 
in the matter. 

The water in the lake and river still con- 
tinues to rise, and there is plenty of power 
for every purpose, and will be for a long 
time to come. Senator Spooner, of this 
State, has introduced in the Senate an 
amendment to the Sundry Civil Appropria- 
tion bill, authorizing the Secretary of War 
to obtain control of the Neenah dam, if it 
can be purchased by agreement with the 
present owners. This would give the Gov- 
ernment absolute control of the water going 
out of Lake Winnebago, and the expected 
result would be that in times of high water 
the Government would hold the water by 
flush boards to a point 14 inches above the 
crest of the dams, preventing the waste 
that has been occasioned in the past. 

Architect C. B. Pride, of this city, has 
completed his survey of the Chappie Rapids 
water power on the Menominee River, and 
has just submitted his report to the owners. 
The power is capable of developing about 
3,500 horse power, and, as has been stated in 
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these columns, it 1s proposed to put in an 
electric plant and transmit the power to 
the cities of Marinette and Menominee. 

Preparations are being made for the 
establishment of a town site at the new 
White Rapids power, also on the Menom- 
inee River. About 500 acres of land con- 
tiguous to the river, belonging to Menom- 
inee parties. is to be platted, in expectation 
of the early development of the power by 
some manufacturing enterprise. 

E. O’Keefe, of the firm of O’Keefe & 
Orbison, has just returned from a trip to 
Port Edwards and Eau Claire. He reports 
that paper will to-day, for the first time, be 
put over the No. 2 machine at Port Ed- 
wards, and that the mill of the Dells Paper 
and Pulp Company at Eau Claire is doing 
a good business, 

Testimony was taken in this city last 
week in the case of S. R. Wagg v. Com- 
bined Locks Paper Company. The plain- 
; tiff is superintendent of the mills of the 
{ Fox River Paper Company, and was fora 
time superintendent of the Combined Locks 
Paper Company. He is also the inventor 
of a sulphite digester lining which is being 
used at the Combined Locks mills, and the 
suit is instituted to recover rental for the 
use of the lining by the company. 

The South Centralia Paper and Pulp 
Company shipped a carload of paper last 
week to the city of Mexico. 

The Republicans of the city of Appleton 
are having a hard time this spring to find a 
man to run for mayor of the city. Peter 
Thom, superintendent of the mills of the 
Kimberly & Clark Company, who has been 
mayor for several terms, positively refuses to 
be a candidate again. He has been elected 
by the biggest majorities ever given toa Re- 
publican for the same office, and it will be 
difficult to find another who possesses so 
much public confidence. 

E. A. Richmond has resigned his position 
as superintendent of the Park Falls Paper 
and Pulp Company, and is at present in 
Appleton, visiting old friends. He used to 
be superintendent years ago of the mill of 
the Appleton Paper and Pulp Company, 
The Park Falls institution is at present in 
charge of W. A. Gerbrick, formerly of the 
Patten Paper Company, of Appleton. 

William Koehn, for many years a finisher 
at the mills of the Atlas Paper Company, 
in Appleton, has accepted a position with 
the John Edwards Manufacturing Com- 
pany, and departed to-day for his new field 
of labor. 

G. S. Biron, manager of the Grand 
Rapids Pulp and Paper Company, has gone 
South on a business trip. 

James Conley, of New York, was in the 
valley last week visiting the plant of the 
Manufacturing Investment Company. Asis 
well known, Mr. Conley is in charge of the 
sales department of this institution. 

J. H. McCormick, of New York, has been 
in the valley for several days of late. He 
is looking quite well in spite of the reports 
heard here of his late indisposition.

The large pulp and paper mill manu- | 
facturers of this State are viewing with 
alarm the threatening export duties which 
it is said the Canadian Government will im- 
pose on pulp wood in their tariff bill. A 
general agitation is nowin progress through- 
out the Dominion. Labor agitators, boards 
of trade and other organizations are peti- 
tioning the Government to impose a duty 
of $2 to $3 a cord on pulp wood taken out of 
Canada. Thisinfluence, combined with that 
of the pulp and paper manufacturers of 
Canada, it 1s expected will bring about the 
desired result. The American manufac- 
turers who depend upon the Canadian for- 
ests for their pulp-wood supply are making 
an effort to circumvent this movement, 
which discriminates against them. It is 
stated on good authority that strong pres- 
sure is being brought to bear through 
friends of Government officials to have no 
export duty imposed, or, if it is, that the 
duty be nominal, so as not to affect the ex- 
portation of pulp wood to any extent. It is 
certain that every effort will be made by 
Americans to defeat this measure.

Tariff uncertainty and the Supreme 
Court's decision upon railroads are the two 
great questions absorbing the attention of 
the paper trade, almost to the exclusion of 
business. In every warehouse visited I 
found these two questions to be either 
actually under discussion or ready for dis- 
cussion upon the slightest provocation. An 
improvement in the tone of the market, not 
very great but still perceptible, seemed to 
be a secondary matter. 

Uncertainty as to the fate of the proposed 
tariff measure is looked upon as the bar 
which prevents the current of good business 
from finding its proper channel. ‘ If only 
the business interests of the country knew 
exactly what the tariff was to be,” declared 
one large dealer, and in that declaration 
voicing the sentiments of numerous others, 
‘*I am sure that the improvement for 
which we have all been looking forward 
would at once begin to manifest itself. As 
it is, there is uncertainty in the air. and 
where uncertainty exists there can be no 
satisfactory business conditions, I honestly 
believe that as soon as the tariff is settled 
business will improve markedly. There 
are indications of an onward and upward 
movement being held back in anxious ex- 
pectancy.” 

Upon the question of the Supreme Court's 
decision the language employed by a num- 
ber of members of the trade was even more 
emphatic. Such phrases as ‘‘ a great blow 
to the business of the country ” are indulged 
in. It is pointed out that, under conditions 
as the trade now finds them, there is not 
the least certainty as to the freight rates 
that must be paid, nor is there any hope 
that certainty will come out of uncertainty 
in the near future. Dealers declare that 
after vexatious efforts to get the lowest 
rate to a given point they are rewarded, 
very often, by the discovery that their busi- 
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dred weight lower. It is pointed out that 
those firms which have branch houses to 
which they ship goods will be the heaviest 
sufferers. A uniform rate, even if it should 
be higher than the rates obtainable now, 
would be far more satisfactory to the trade 
generally than the uncertainty which the 
recent decision has made possible. 

There is almost unanimity of opinion upon 
the question of the tone of the market. 
Prices have not risen, it is true, but orders 
are freer, and among the orders there is a 
mixture of large and small. A. G. Elliot 
& Co. assert that their business during the 
closing month has been greater than since 
September ; I. N. Megargee & Co. report 
an increased business within the last few 
weeks by reason of an increased number of 
orders ; the Garrett-Buchanan-Collins Com- 
pany reports lively and satisfactory busi- 
ness, considering the general condition of 
trade; J. B. Ramsey & Son report a ten- 
dency toward betterment, and Charles M. 
Stoever & Co. say that their trade this year 
runs ahead of that of the corresponding 
period last year, and that within the last 
few weeks they have noticed an improve- 
ment. In no case is this improvement 
startling. It is just enough of an improve- 
ment tostrengthen hopes of the future. 

Prices are at rock bottom yet. News is 
so far down that it is well-nigh impossible 
to go lower, and No 2 manillas, over which 
there has been considerable stir. are being 
sold at 1.60c. to 1.65c. Onelarge firm, which 
by the way has taken up practically all of 
the No.2 sales in the market, is, I am 
credibly informed, actually selling at cost, 
and is making as profit only its 3 per cent. 
discount. Stock remains practically sta- 
tionary, there having been no material 
change, fortunately not downward however, 
in the last month. 

A story involving a well known house is 
traveling the rounds of the trade. It does 
not reflect well upon the house, and for ob- 
vious reasons names are not used. The 
story is told in positive terms, however. It 
relates that the house in question secured 
a large consignment of news from a factory, 
and then upon receipt of the paper rejected 
the lot. Thereupon the head of the house 
ordering the paper indited a letter to the 
manufacturers, informing them that their 
wisest plan would be to have the paper dis- 
posed of by auction. Unsuspecting, the 
owners did this. The paper was carted off 
to the auction house and sold The dealer 
who had rejected it, and had declared that 
he could find no use for it, bought it in for 
1.70c, and some portions even as low as 1 
cent. Hac fabula docet ; the ways of some 
tradesmen are sometimes peculiar and 
startling.

HirHERTO the making of silk from 
wood pulp has been an industry carried 
on in France and England only. Now 
the American rights under the French 
patents have been obtained by a com- 
pany, which will shortly be formally 
incorporated, and in which both pulp 
and paper makers are interested. This 
will add a new industry here and will 
afford an additional outlet for pulp, as 
the company will buy and not manu- 
facture its raw material. The men of the 
English company are also interested in 
the one here, but the control of the or- 
ganization is in the hands of American 
investors. The wood silk has been suc- 
cessful abroad, and there is no reason 
why it should not be equally so here. 
It is a significant fact that as soon as 
the promoters of the scheme here have 
completed their work one of them will 
go to Japan—that country which is 
making so much progress in paper and 
pulp making—and will organize a com- 
pany for the manufacture of the silk 
there. 








THE new tariff measure, known as 
the Dingley bill, passed the House 
Wednesday by a large majority, and it 
now remains to be seen what will be 
its fate in the Senate. Probably the 
most interesting section of the bill is 
that which reads as follows: 


SECTION 27. That all articles m.ntioned in the 
several] schedules of this act which shall] be im- 
ported into the United States between the first day 
of April, 1897, and the date of the passage of this 
act, and which were not purcha-ed and directed 
by the owner to be shipped for import into the 
United States by any citizen thereof prior to April 
1, 1897, shall bear the same duties to be charged 
upon similar articles in this act, and such duties 
are hereby made a lien on such articles wherever 
and in whatsoever hands found, except in the

When closely examined the reason of 
that opposition is clearly seen. The 
bill confers upon the ‘‘ Forest Preserve 
Board,” which it is designed to estab- 
lish, powers which are certainly ample 
for any purpose. Briefly stated, it pro- 
vides that such board may take any 
property it may see fit to select, and 
that after the surveying of such lands 
by the State engineer and surveyor, 
andthe certification by him that such 
survey is correct, the board shall 
serve on the owner a notice of such 
doings, stating the property taken, etc., 
and, to quote the exact language ysed, 
‘from the time of such service, the 
entry upon and appropriation by the 
State of the real property described in 
such notice for the uses and purposes 


above specified shall be deemed com- 


plete, and thereupon such property 
shall be deemed the property of the 
State. Such notice shall be conclusive 


evidence of an entry and appropriation 
by the State.”

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A Failure in Ohio. 





The Adams Company, maker of rope 
flour sack paper and rope flour sacks, with 
a mill at Chagrin Falls, Cuyahoga county, 
Ohio, is in the hands of a receiver. The 
liabilities of the concern, which is identical 
with Adams, Jewett & Co., of Cleveland. 
Ohio, are about $254,500. The assets of the 
company as per book value on February 1, 
1897, are $245,000. 

The Adams Company, of Chagrin Falls, 
is composed of Alfred Adams and the es- 
tate of Fitch Adams. It owns about 100 
acres of land at Chagrin Falls, and with 
Adams, Jewett & Co. also owns a factor) 
and warehouse on leased premises at Cleve- 
land. 

On Saturday, March 27, Adams, Jewett & 
Co. turned over the machinery, stock and 


book accounts of the Cleveland plant to | 


two Cleveland banks, two banks in Chagrin 
Falls and four other banks to secure 
an indebtedness of $74,500. The banks 
took possession of the Cleveland property, 
and have been selling the stock at a sacri- 
fice sale tor cash, Root & McBride Brothers 
having bought some $8,000 worth. The 
same day three real estate mortgages and 
one chattel mortgage were filed. 

The first mortgage was made in 1883 by 
Fitch Adams (then living) and Alfred 
Adams to Mrs. Anne S. Ranney, to secure 
a note of $30,000 at 7 percent. This mort- 
gage has been withheld from record until 
March 27, 1897—fourteen years. 

Two other real estate mortgages were 
also filed, which purport to have been exe- 
cuted on the day filed. The first covers thirty 
acres and certain village lots at Chagrin 
Falls. The other two cover some sixty-six 
acres in Cuyahoga county. 

A chattel mortgage also made the same 
day by ‘*‘ Adams Jewett & Co., also doing 
business as Adams & Co.,” whereby they 
conveyed all their chattel property at 
Chagrin Falls. The two real estate and 
the chattel mortgages were given to the 
same parties and to secure the same in- 
debtedness, the names of these parties and 
the amounts being as ne : 

Anne S. Ranney, $32,097 Whittlesey 
Adams, $4,159.25; J. P. Sean. $4,085.76 ; 
C. M. Fulkerson, $2,837.73; Erwin Ladd, 
$4,415.04; Mary A, Ladd, $904; Laura C. 
Williams, $863; a total of $50,362.34. The 
chattel property conveyed consists of all 
the company’s effects. 

Mrs. Ranney is the mother of Helen R. 
Adams, widow of Fitch Adams. Whittlesey 
Adams is a brother of Alfred and Fitch. 
J. P. Enright is the New York buyer. C. 
M. Fulkerson is the bookkeeper of the 
Adams Company. Erwin Ladd was for- 
merly coachman for Fitch Adams. 


An action has been brought under the 
Ohio statute by attorneys representing the 
Howard Mercantile Agency of this city, 
on behalf of a number of the Eastern credi- 
tors to set aside these mortgages. 

Fearing attacks by replevin the mort- 
gagees had George March, of Chagrin 
Falls, appointed receiver of the mill, thus 
placing the property under the protection 
of the court. This, however, is not a 
general receivership, but applies only to 
the conservation of the Chagrin Falls 
property. 

E. K. Summerwell, of the Howard Mer- 
cantile Agency, who has just returned from 
Cleveland and Chagrin Falls, where he has 
been investigating the matter, said yester- 
day toa JourNaL reporter: ‘*‘ This is one of 
the worst failures I have had anything to 
do with in years. Unless the prefer- 
ences, amounting to $154,000, can be set 
aside the merchandise creditors will re- 
ceive nothing. Alfred Adams told me that 
the company had lost between $30,000 and 
$40,000 this last year. He said to me that 
they were doing business under great dis- 
advantages as they were conducting two 
plants at two points which could easily 
have been concentrated at one point. 

‘There are about fifty creditors in the 
East, with claims aggregating $75,000. All 
the heavy claims are held by people in the 
dry goods trade.” 

Among the creditors in the paper trade 
are John H. Lyon & Co., $2,000 ; E. Butter- 
worth & Co., $2,100; F. Salomon & Co., 
$1,200, and Train, Smith & Co., $1,200. 

The Adams Company states that the 





failure was precipitated by the ac- 
tion of the banks in curtailing its 
credit and demanding the payment 
of maturing loans, and also because 


of suit threatened by one of the New 
York creditors. It states further that ne- 
gotiations, were progressing for the re- 
organization of the concern into a corpor- 
ation which would have had $100,000 fresh 
capital. 


Mr. Summerwell said: ‘‘ The creditors are | 


unwilling to see the assets entirely devoted 
to the payment of the preferred debts. and 
the disposition is to contest their validity, 
which can result only in protracted litiga- 
tion and the dismantling of the entire

THE PAPER TRADE 
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THE FOREST PRESERVE BILL. 


HEARINGS AT ALBANY ON THE MEASURE. 


{ROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 





ALBANY, N, Y., April 1, 1897. 


It looks to the outsider as though the 
forest land purchase bill was raising the 
very ‘‘Old Harry” among a lot of people 
who are opposed to the measure as it at 
present stands. There have been two or 
three hearings since my lastletter, and now 
the pulp mill owners of timber tracts, the 
lumbermen, the Adirondack clubs, and the 
individual land owners are out fighting the 
bill tooth and nail. All are suggesting 
amendments, but the ultimate result which 
these combined interests expect to reach is 
the early death of the bill. 

The Finance and the Ways and Means 
committees are having a delightfully hot 
time at the hearings. Large delegations 
from the northern counties in the 
have been present arrayed against the bill. 
Amasa Thornton, of New York, repre- 
senting the Society for the Preservation of 
Forests, was the sole speaker in favor of the 
bill at last week's hearing. Senator Cha- 
hoon introduced those who wished to be 
heard. The senator said that this legisla- 
tion opposed interests representing $20,000,- 
000 capital invested. One-third of the peo- 
ple in his senatorial district were largely 
dependent upon an industry which this bill 
proposes to destroy. He had never known 
the people throughout his section to be so 
thoroughly excited over any proposed legis- 
lation. The commission was to be given 
absolute authority to do about as it 
pleased, He thought the million dollars 
appropriated would be absolutely inade- 
quate for the purchase of any material 
tract. 

Senator Chahoon then introduced Judge 
R. L. Hand, of Elizabethtown, who repre- 
sented the Adirondack Preserve Club. 
Judge Hand thought that the passage of 
this bill would ‘destroy the paper industry 
of northern New York. He thought there 
was no way to preserve the forests so per- 
fectly as the land owners themselves pre- 


served it at their own expense. The 


moment this act was signed all value would 
disappear from the land, as it would abso- 
lutely destroy the market The act would 
commit the State to an expenditure which 
no man could measure. The $1,000,000 ap- 
propriated represented but a small part of 
the cost, as the commissioners had absolute 
power to take and condemn such lands as 
they saw fit. He cited one instanceofa tract 
of 100,000 acres used for manufacturing pur- 
poses, upon which a plant had been erected 
at a cost of $500,000. This was a paper and 
pulp mill. To condemn the tract would 
exhaust the entire appropriation in one fell 
swoop. The moment the commission fixed 
a value upon the land, the State was com- 


| mitted to pay for it. 


State | 


Senator Brackett stated to the committees 
that he had labored with his constituents 
and Governor Black to reach an agreement 
upon this bill, but as it was now formed 
every man in his district was opposed to it. 
He thought the measure was so radical as 


| to amount to a confiscation of property. If 


the condemnation feature were taken out 
he was sure it would remove much of the 
opposition to the bill. 

Ex-Congressman Burleigh stated that he 
represented the paper and pulp mills and 
the land owners in the preserve. He held 
that 85 per cent. of the timber in the Adi- 
rondacks was hard timber. There were 
now 600,000 acres of land for sale there at 
$1.50 per acre. Mr. Burleigh thought that 
the forests were better preserved by the in- 
dividual owner than they could be under 
State ownership. 

Ex-Assemblyman Curtis Douglas, of Al- 
bany, spoke from the standpoint of econo- 
my, and thought that, aside from the impo- 
sition of a burden of several million dollars 
upon the people of the State, there would 
be additional taxes, because of the taxes 
now being placed upon these lands being 
lost to the State. 

George Sisson, an extensive forest owner 
in the Adirondacks, opposed the bill be- 
cause it permitted the State to take from 
him his life’s work and savings and pay 
him just what it saw fit. The only redress 
left to him was to go into a lengthy and 
costly litigation, which would extend over 


| 





many years. He felt that the bill would be 
the means of eventually destroying the 
paper making industry 1n sorthern New 
York, which gave employment to thousands 
of people. 

Judge Countryman, of this city, repre- 
senting the McIntyre Iron Company, which 
owns 90,000 acres of land within the pro- 
posed preserve, added his voice to the 
opposition. He characterized the 
one of confiscation. By this act the State 
threatened to take the entire tract. No 
man could hold a clear title to the land 
under the circumstances. The tract which 
his company owns contains valuable iron

The hearing on the bill last Tuesday was 
marked by more opposition. The Governor

can find no one who will speak in favor of 
the bill, so to speak, outside State officers. 
At the hearing here Tuesday night As- 
sistant Attorney-General Kisselburgh at- 
tempted to make a defense of the bill, and 
advanced as his special argument that the 
bill was a pet measure of the Governor, and 
that it would create a State forest preserve, 
would furnish water for the State 
waterways. There was a big delegation of 
lumbermen, pulp and paper mill owners, 
club men and others present, who added 
their united protest to the bill. The com- 
bined committees on Ways and Means and 
Finance were staggered. The universal 
kick was on the unlimited authority pro- 
posed to be given the commission to go 
anywhere within the Adirondack territory 
and appropriate land at its own price, and 
the only redress the owner would have 
would be an appeal to the Court of Claims 
without review by the courts of justice 
provided by law. 

Hon. Warmtier Miller was the chief spokes- 
man at the hearing. He reiterated and 
emphasized the points made by other per- 
sons who had appeared in opposition to the 
bill, and clearly pointed out its fallacies. 
Mr. Miller, as the trade well knows, is, and 


which 


has been since its inception, a member of 
the first paper-manufacturing company es- 
tablished within this territory. Mr. Miller 
told the committee that this industry was 
one of the greatest, if not the greatest, in 
the State. The passage of the bill, it is 
claimed upon indisputable authority, will 
drive this industry out of existence. In the 
first place, he stated, the bill proposes to 
confiscate the property of everybody within 
the prescribed limits of the Adirondack 
forests. Within this territory large manu- 
facturing interests have been built up and 


can be maintained only under existing 
statutes, which permit the cutting of a 
limited amount of spruce wood for the 


manufacture of wood pulp. All this invest- 
ment will be nullified, and under this act 
the property rendered valueless because of 
the possibility that the State may appro- 
priate it at any time. 

Mr. Miller presented to the committee 
statistics to prove that the paper manufac- 
turing industry was the only one to prosper 
State during the recent financial 
disasters. This great and growing indus- 
try could easily maintain itself, but if this 
bill were to pass and the properties ren-

dered valueless they could only exist through 
the importations of spruce timber from 
Canada, which alone ranks ahead of the 
Adirondack territory. It was nearly mid- 
night when the arguments were submitted, 
and the committee adjourned without taking 
action. The general opinion now is that 
the bill can never pass in its present form. 
That it will be amended in committee seems 
altogether probable. The objectionable 
feature mentioned above will possibly be 
stricken out. There is a chance of the bill 
never being reported from the committee.

or SILK FROM Woop PuLp.

If a few years agothe statement had 
been made that men would soon be walking 
around with a spruce tree upon their backs 
it would have been received probably with 
incredulity. The layman would have 
classed such a statement as belonging ‘‘ to 
such stuff as dreams are made of,” a hope of 
some optimist, a wish of an Elysian dream- 
er,asearch after the impossible. Never- 
theless, looked at in the light of present 
events, the statement would have been 
virtually true. ‘‘Coming events cast their 
shadows before,” it has been said, and the 
manufacture of silk out of wood pulp is 
one of those events which are continually 
revolutionizing industry, whose happening 
was foreshadowed from the time that Count 
‘Hilaire de Chardonnet, of France, con- 
ceived the idea that a spruce tree and 
chemicals might perhaps be utilized as 
substitutes for silkworms and mulberry 
trees, 

Chardonnet therefore set himself to 
work to patiently investigate the methods 
by which the silkworm operated, with the 
intention of discovering some chemical 
means which would have the same effect 
upon wood pulp as the natural processes 
of the silkworm had upon the leaves of 
the mulberry tree which it ate. The great 
desideratum seemed to be the conversion of 
the cellulose of wood pulp into collodion. 
‘* Everything comes to him who waits,” or 
rather, more truthfully, to him who works 
and patiently investigates. Chardonnet 
spent years in experiments and he finally 
was successful. Hence the manufacture of 
wood silk has become a reality. 

These processes, so far as revealed by 
the Chardonnet patents and other ideas 
upon the manufacture of artificial silk, have 
been published from time to time in Tue 
Paper TRADE JOURNAL, but it may be said 
here, upon the authority of men closely 
identified with the business, that only a 
small part of the process employed by 
disclosed in the letters 
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patent. The chief features are entire se- 
crets, and are preserved from the curious 
and would-be infringers. 

In 1892 a mill for the manufacture of silk 
under the French patent was erected in 
Besangon, by a company which now has a 
capital of 5,000,000 francs, and which at 
first had a capacity of 800 pounds per week, 
but which has a capacity of 5,000 
pounds per week. Some time a large 
number of English capitalists 
company and purchased all the rights held 
by Chardonnet under his patent for 
England, the United States, Mexico, Japan, 
China, etc. This company was organized 
as the Artificial Silk Spinning Company, 
Limited, and it erected a plant at Brandon, 
near Coventry. It has a capital £200,- 
000, which it is said will soon be largely in- 
creased. Its capacity is nominally 5,000 
pounds a week, or actually 10,000 pounds 
by running night and day. The product is 
said to have commanded 
the English market. 

With such success abroad it wasa natural 
sequence that the industry should be inau- 
gurated in the United States. Indeed, 
negotiations to this end have been pending 
between the English corporation and 
American capitalists for some time. Tue 
Paper TRADE JOURNAL has been cognizant 
of these movements from their inception, 
or at least since the arrival of the English 
company’s accredited representatives in 
cothisuntry last January. It has in fact

with a view of adopting the system for 
Cumberland’s water supply, which is now

The new sys- 
tem of water purification by _ elec- 
tricity and ozone gas would proba- 


bly be the cheapest that could be had. 
if the process will do what is promised 
and a plant sufficient for that city, it 
is estimated, would cost about $10,000. 
The foul water at the experimental plant 
shown the committee enters a wooden 
trough 10 feet long and 18 inches wide 
and 1 foot in depth. This trough is 
divided into three sections, connected 
so that the water will flow through, and 
yet each section can be cleaned, when 
necessary, separately from‘the other sec- 
tions. In these compartments is an elec- 
tric arrangement composed of carbon and 
iron plates, through which the water 
passes. The effect of the electricity is to 
cause a sediment to settle and a scum to 
rise to the surface. An overflow pipe in 
each compartment permits the scum to 
pass off, and an outlet pipe in the bot- 
tom permits the sediment to be removed, 
when necessary, by flushing the whole 
compartment. When the water reaches 
the further end, after the impurities are 
thus removed, the ozone gas is injected 
into it, thereby completing the purifica- 
tion and sterilization of the water. The 
ozone is generated in a receiver containing 
compressed air, into which electric sparks 
are admitted. The claim made for this 
system is that it not only removes the sedi- 
ment, but the organic matter, and also when 
treated with the ozone gas is completely 
sterilized, and is not easily reinfected by 
bacteria. The natural condition is not af- 
fected,except that hard water is made softer.

John W. Greaton, who was engaged at 
one time in the manufacture of gold

Jacob Devert Heft, an old-time paper 
maker, died at Honeybrook, Chester County, 
Pa., on March 25.

Helearned 
the trade of stone mason, and removed to 
Schaefferstown in Lebanon County, where 
he was married to Elizabeth Stober, who 
died several years afterwards. Mr. Heft 
subsequently engaged in horse and cattle 
dealing. In 1855 he removed to Roxbor- 
ough, where he bought the Wissahickon Dye 
Works, at the footof Leverington avenue, 
on the Wissahickon Creek. During a cloud 
burst in 1866 the dye works were swept 
away at a loss of $80,000 on buildings, 
stock and machinery. Inthe meantime Mr. 
Heft became associated with S. A. Rudolph 
and John Dixon in the manufacture of pa- 
per at the Ashland Paper Mills, West Man- 
ayunk, Pa., where he remained until 1870, 
when the partnership was dissolved. After 
his loss on the Wissahickon, Mr. Heft pur- 
chased the Dexter Mills, and engaged in the 
manufacture of woolen and cotton goods 
and dyeing, under the firm name of Heft & 
Ogle, and afterwards as Jacob D. Heft & 
Sons. In 1889 Mr. Heft retired from busi- 
ness, and in 1891 removed to Honeybrook, 
where he was married two years later to 
Victoria D. Robinson, who survives. Mr, 
Heft had seven children by his first wite. 
Mr. Heft was a member of the Belmont 
Driving Club, and was one of the origina- 
tors of the Manayunk, Roxborough and 
Lower Merion Trotting Association.

Forest Preserve Decisions. 








An important Adirondack forest de- 
cision has been handed down in the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court, 
Rochester, N. Y. The title of the case is 
‘* William Decamp, individually and as 
trustee under the will of Julia Decamp, de- 
ceased, respondent, v. Lemon T. Thomp- 
son, John A. Dix and Edward Thompson, 
Jr., composing the firm of the Moose River 
Lumber Company, appellants.” The de- 
cision is in favor of the plaintiff and re- 
spondent, judgment being affirmed with 
costs. . 

The decision interests many owners of 
forest lands in the Adirondacks, including 
Dr. W. Seward Webb. Land was pur- 
chased of Dr. Webb by the Moose River 
Lumber Company, which attempted to 
float its logs through streams running 
across the plaintiff's lands to its mill at the 
junction of the north and south branches 
of Moose River. Judge Adams holds that 
Mill Creek and the north branch of the 
Moose, running through the Decamp town- 
ships, are private watercourses, and the 
company is perpetually restrained by his 
decision from using the streams to float or 
drive its logs to market.

This bill 
provides for the sanitary protection of the 
public water supply of the city of Ogdens- 
burg. Itisthe result of ample investiga- 
tion of the condition of the waters of the 
Oswegatchie River, from which the city de- 
rives its water, and the habits of factory 
and mill owners onthe stream above the 
town. The bill provides against the 
polluting of the stream by any dyestuff, 
refuse or waste from pulp or paper mills. 
The penalty for violating the law is $200, 
or imprisonment for one year. It is ex- 
pected that the Governor will sign the bill 
within the next few days. 

Another bill which is in the hands of the 
Governor is the one for the relief of Pots- 
dam, which was a severe sufferer from the 
failure of the Potsdam National Bank, 
brought about through the failure of the 
Piercefield and High Falls companies. This 
bill provides that the town can be relieved 
to the amount of $13,567.51, which was in 
the bank at the time of the failure. 

A bill has been introduced in the State 
Legislature appropriating $5,000 for repair- 
ing the State dam in the village of Car- 
thage.

Paper makers are turning their atten- | 


tion to novelties in the stationery line to 
celebrate the ‘‘ Record Reign.” The Hor- 
ton Kirvy Works, whose principal pro- 
prietors are the sons of the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, have had the happy idea of 
imprinting two portraits of Her Majesty, as 
she appeared in 1837 and as she appears at 
the present day, on each sheet of a speci! 
line of note paper. This is to be done with 
the dandy roll, and a fine dandy has been 
turned out by Messrs. Green for the pur- 
pose. The note paper is not on the market 
yet, but I believe the impressions are 
excellent and likely to take. This is not 
the first time that a decorative effect has 
been got inthis way. I remember that at 
the Manchester Exhibition of 1887 Messrs 
Wrigley showed several curiosities of 
paper making, and among other things a 
web of paper intended to be cut up nto 
note paper, each sheet of which would show 
a schedule of postal rates. These were 
also impressed with the dandy, and upon 
the web shown the marking had been done 
about 83,000 times. 

I have had so many inquiries from your 
side in re pegamoid that I conclude many 
of your readers will be interested to learn 
that an agent has been appointed in New 
York. He is Paul Libby, 60 Water street. 
Pegamoid has decidedly caught on in Eng- 
land, and fresh uses for it seem to be found 
out every day. At first there was a good 
deal of difficulty in getting even samples 
out, but a regular trade in all sorts of arti- 
cles is going onnow. It is evidently an ef- 
fective material for wall papers. They are 
damp proof, and may be washed down with 
soap and water or disinfectants. No var- 
nishing is required, and there is no neces- 
sity to havea polished enamelled surface. 
The softest of tints may be used ; there is, 
in fact, not the smallest appearance of a 
varnished or enamelled paper of the old- 
fashioned kind. Besides the treatment of 
the paper renders it proof against insects, 
| and if the wallor ceiling be soiled by a

with a wet sponge. Printing papers have 
some of the same advantages, besides which 
the lasting qualities of paper so treated 
render it of great value for costly books and 
official records.

Slateford Mill, Midlothian, a small Scotch 
mill, formerly the property of William 
Laughton, has passed into the hands of a 
limited company with a capital of $32,500, 
and will in future be worked as the Slate- 
ford Paper Mills, Limited. Mr. Laughton 
is a managing director of the new company. 

Mr. Chamberlain has been stirring up the 
consuls in the colonies and elsewhere, and 
has got them to send valuable collections of 
samples of salable goodsover. Exhibitions 
have been started in several parts of the 
country where manufacturers can see just 
the sort of things that the people require in 
different lines. A very interesting and 
varied collection has been made by the 
Glasgow Chamber of Commerce, and it in- 
cludes a large number of specimens of 
paper. Samples of these have been re- 
ceived from British West Indies, Victoria, 
Lagos and Cyprus. Our consuls have al- 
ways told us that the chief fault of British 
makers was that they wanted to sell just 
what they were making and not make 
specially for particular markets, whereas 
the Germans in particular were ready to 
turn their hands at once to anything they 
could see a profitin. I know from my own 
experience, however, that that was the con- 
suls’ way of looking at it. The main diffi- 
culty is to know the exact nature of the 
required article, and mere description, how- 
ever accurate, does not go for much. The 
only way out of the difficulty is to get sam- 
ples of the thing required, and this move, 
which is mainly due to Mr. Chamberlain, 
ought to help our paper makers. 


The French consul at Calcutta notes that 
there are ten paper factories in India, of 
which four are in the presidency of Bom- 
bay, four in Bengal, one at Lucknow and 
one at Gwalior, with a total capital of 
6,272,000 rupees. Rags and native vegeta- 
ble fibres supply the raw materials. The | 
quality of the paper made is now good, and 
it finds a ready sale ; most of the blotting 
and letter paper and envelopes used in the 
Government offices is of Indian make. 
About 40,000,000 pounds of paper were pro- 
duced in 1895 (against 16,000,000 ten years 
ago) valued at 6,000,000 rupees, and em- 
ploying 3,594 hands. There are a number 
of smaller paper mills scattered over the 
country producing ‘‘ native paper,” but no 
statistics are obtainable in regard to these. 

Mr. Alexander Marr, manager at Stoney- 
wood Works, and a director of Alexander 
A. Pirie & Sons, made some interesting 
remarks at the annual assembly Of the 
employees of the firm, 600 or 700 of whom 
were present. The company, he said, had 
grown from very small beginnings. Sixty 
or seventy years ago it wasa very small 
business indeed, but it had now become 
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one of the largest industrial establishment 
im modern times for the production of the 
finer qualities of writing paper and enve- 
lopes, which had now gained a world-wide 
reputation.

Resolved, That this council, as representatives of 
the people of the town of Thorold, do hereby peti- 
tion the Honorable Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce of the Dominion of Canada and lay 
before him the necessity of protecting the 
rights of our manufacturers of wood pulp, at least 
to the extent of making equal the cost of produc- 
tion with the United States, by putting an export 
duty of $3 per cord on pulp wood going into that 
country. 

THAT, WHEREAS, This council do not deem it 
just that an import duty of 15 per cent. be put on 
the mechanical ground wood going intothe United 
States while the Americans are allowed to come 
into Canada and strip the wood from our forests 
at the enormous rate of 2,000 cords daily without 
paying any duty ; 

That we also would recommend that the duty 
be taken off of paper and pulp machinery not now 
made in Canadu, so that the paper and pulp in- 
dustry may be permitted to lessen the cost of pro- 
duction, so as to enable them to compete in the 
world’s market 

A copy of these resolutions was for- 
warded to the Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, and will be presented to the Cabinet 
when this question is brought up. 

Another warning note is sounded from 
“The Straits.” A Sault Ste. Marie dis- 
patch to your correspondent says that the 
big pulp mills at ‘‘ The Straits” are clos- 
ing down, and business looks blue if some- 
thing is not done by the Dominion Govern- 
ment. 

An elaborate commercial banquet was 
given last week at the Algonquin Hotel.

Albert Shurtleff, father 
of W. K. Shurtleff, president of the com- 
pany, has an attachment for $12,800 to secure 
the claims of himself and Mrs, W. K. Shurt- 
leff for money loaned the company. Then 
the Sandy Hill Iron and Brass Company has 
an attachment to secure its claim of $14,200, 
and the Boston and Maine Railroad another 
to protect its claim of $1,400 for freight 
charges. The Maritime Sulphite Fibre Com- 
pany, through its Boston selling agent,

| tachments amount to $35,000, but it is doubt- 


ful if there are assets enough to satisfy 
these claims, to say nothing of the others. 
The assets consist of the mill property, 
which fs pat down at a valuation of $107,- 
051.48, upon which are mortgages held by a 
bank, stock and paper on hand inventoried 
at $8,042, and bills receivable of $5,800, some 
of which is doubtful. 

The creditors present saw very little 
prospect of getting anything, but they 
went through the formality of electing a 
committee to investigate affairs. This 
committee was elected: R. C. Tefft, John 
E. Durtin, Edward W. Barton, N. M. 
Jones. 

There is a good deal for this committee 
to do, just to satisfy themselves of how 
matters have been run for a year past. 

Mr. Shurtleff made statements at the 
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meeting concerning the manner in which 
the mill was run by his former partner, Mr. 
Finlay, that were not complimentary to Mr. 
Finlay’s ability as a paper maker. 

It was said that, while the capacity of the 
mill was 15 tons a day, Mr. Finlay got out 
an average of about 6 tons. Paper sold on 
sample made by Mr. Finlay was constantly 
being rejected, and every bill had to be 
discounted on account of the claims made 
because of the poor quality. Mr. Finlay | } 
placed two attachments on the plant him- 
self in December last, and this fact, Mr. 
Shurtleff says, he did not know until he 
it through the commercial 
agency reports a month later.

When Mr. Finlay sold his interest 
in the plant to his partners he converted his 
real estate into cash and went to Scotland 


a few days later. 

Mr. Hyde's connection with the company 
was thought to be of financial strength, and | 
his name gave new credit to the concern, 
but it was said at the meeting that he was 
unable to raise the amount of cash promised 
and the end came. As it is Mr. Hyde gave 
his personal endorsement to some $30,000 of 
the company’s paper, which kept things 
moving for a while. The value of his 
endorsements is now considered problema- 
tic. Mr. Hyde did furnish $7,000 in cash, 
so it was stated, and he is that much out. 

A list of the company’s creditors was | 
prepared, but it was not read, noone wish- 
ing to expose the size of -his loss. 

The committee of investigation was in- | 
structed to report its findings ata meeting 
to be held at the same place, Equitable 
Building, Friday, April 9, at 2 P. M. 

In connection with the attachment of 
$12,800, placed by Albert Shurtleff, it was 
stated that he would release the same if 
other attaching. creditors would do like- 
wise and grant an extension of time, per- 
mitting the company to resume and con- 
tinue the business. This statement was | 
the only indication given as to what the | 
company proposed to do, and it is for the 
creditors to say what shall be done, and 
their say is dependent upon the report of 
the committee.

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Apparatus for Washing Paper 
Stock. 





Emile Montardier and Georges Pi- 
card, of Virginal, Brabant, Belgium, have 
patented a new apparatus for washing 
paper stock. It consists of a round tub, 
made of either cement, plate or cast iron, 
has a hollow column in the centre, and is 
surrounded by a staging on the outside 
about half way up. Approximately on a 
level with this staging the tub has a false 
bottom, which consists in part of four 
screen plates arranged around the hollow 
centre column in form of across. These 
screen plates rest in iron frames strength 
ened by cross pieces. The false bottom 
also has four openings provided with valve 
lids, through which the washed paper stock 
is removed. Below each of the screen 
plates there is a finer concave or basket- 
like screen, and these latter screens rest on 
rollers so that they may be easily removed 
through doors provided for the purpose in 
the sides of the tub. The space beneath 
these concave screens is divided into com- 
partments, which are connected by pipes 
with the inner hollow space of the centre 
column, so as to allow the water to flow off. 
The centre column, which reaches about 
half way to the top of the tub, supports two 
perforated cylinders or cylindrical screens 
placed one inside of the other, and 
through the inner one of these extends a 
vertical agitator shaft, which has its bear- 
ing in the centre column. The upper end 
of this vertical shaft is preferably made 
hollow, so as to be connected with a water 
supply pipe, which, after being carried 
above the cylindrical screens, is extended 
downward along the outer cylinder and 
then horizontally across the top of the tub. 
This horizontal position of the pipe is pro- 
vided with fine perforations, so that, as the 
pipe revolves with the agitator shaft, a con- 
stant shower of water is thrown on the ma- 
terial in the tub. 

The purpose of the upright cylindrical 
screens is mainly to carry off the dirty 
water from the surface when the agitator is 
at rest. The shaft carries doctors, which 
pass along the outer surface of the exterior 
cylinder and keep the perforations open. 
The water which escapes through the cylin- 
ders does not flow directly into the dis- 
charge pipe, but falls on the lower or con- 
cave screens, which retain whatever fibre 
may be contained in the water. The dis- 
charge of the surface water is further as-

sisted by two pipes which pass through the 
sides of the tub and extend downward on 
the outside, each discharging the water 
onto a screen which catches the escaping 
fibres. To prevent the agitator arms from 
touching the screen plates in the false bot- 
tom, and to support the agitator generally, 
the latter rests with rollers in a U-shaped 
rail attached to the top edge of the tub. 
The water falls from a circular shower 
pipe above the apparatus onto the material 
in the tub. The smaller fibres which are 
carried along by the water are caught by 
the fine concave screens below the false 
bottom of the tub, or, if discharged with 


the surface water, are intercepted by the |} 


screens on the outside of the tub. The im- 
purities collect in the compartments be- 
neath the false bottom of the tub, and can 
be removed from time to time.—/Paféer- 
Zettung. 
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The Metric and Decimal System. 





Some months ago I took occasion to 
differ with you upon a certain point and 
you seemed to take it so gracefully that I 
am disposed to differ with you again to the 
extent, at least, of arguing the case as to 
the advisability of changing any of our 
weights and measures. Not on the usual 
ground taken that we cannot afford to 
change, but on a bolder one that no change 
proposed will make them better, nor could 
they be much improved if we were to start 
out anew. 

To begin with, I insist that a 10-inch foot 
is not half as good a foot as a 12-inch one ; 
I mean as a thing to use, and that as a tool, 
you cannot improve on the 2-foot rule for 
the class of industries it is largely used in— 
carpenters, masons, tinners, plumbers, ma- 
chinists, for general measures, and a score 
of other industries. It’s a convenient 
length ; you can measure accurately ; you 
measure a convenient distance at every 
step; and with any common one where the 
inch is divided into 16ths on one corner, 
12ths and 10ths on others, you can divide 
the inch into nine different spacings with- 
out remainder ; all useful except the five, 
and you can divide the foot into twenty- 
one or twenty-two different dimensions 
without remainder, half of these useful, and 
this is feature as a tool that no system of 
decimal dimensions can approach. 

As to dispensing with the yard, that 
would be as inconvenient to the dry goods 
merchant as to dispense with the 2-foot

heretofore 
right and left hand, tested in the H 
testing flume. 
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rule for the carpenter, though it is true 
that you could have a 4-foot yard with a 
10-inch foot. But even then a measure 
corresponding about in length with the 
yard would be retained in spite of every- 
thing, because it is a convenient unit for 
cloth measure, and the merchant can calcu- 
late faster in yards 3 feet long than in 
feet. In other words, the unit is a con- 
venient one for that class of work. 
Again, in our New York land measure, 
a chain is the unit and it is_ better 
than if smaller, besides as there is 
a lot of figuring in land measure, 
probably in proportion to the work as 
much as in anything, the whole thing is in 
the decimal system and at the same time 
commensurate with the foot. Ten chains 
make an acre and 100 linksachain. It is 
true that the quarter of a chain or a rod is 
1614 feet, but that is exactly what comes 
of any decimal system, when you get a 
quarter you have some kind of a 2% busi- 
ness, or have to add another figure to pre- 
vent it. The 16 ounces to the pound seems 
to the n:athematician, an awkward thing, 
but what could possibly be better for the 
grocer, and he is the man, and not the 
mathematician or machinist, that has to 
deal with them. 

And it’s time enough when the grocer 
wants 10 ounces to the pound to talk about 
the change. ‘ 

About the wire and sheet metal gauges. 
The original Birmingham wire gauge was 
right when it was made, and is only wrong 
now because conditions and requirements 
have changed. It grew out of the fact that 
a wire rod could be drawn at the first draw 
from the rod to No. 1 size, and the next 
time to No. 2, etc., but in later require- 
ments the gradations were not fine enough; 
so sheet metal gauges were made, and a 
Stubbs wire gauge where the gradations 
were so fine that the wire was drawn to 
any size, cut into 3 feet lengths and then 
gauged. If too large for one number, and 
too small for the next, it would go in either 
pile or the one it fitted the nearest. To get 
over the various gauges a new one has been 
adopted, based on the thousandth of an 
inch. It does not agree with anything but 
a micrometer caliper, and has the disad- 
vantage of requiring a lot of figures to tell 
what one wants, and cannot well be memo- 
rized. 

Were it not for the fact that all old 
gauges are numbered the new gauge would 
be perfect, by numbering the notches in

their regular order, and as it will always 
require something to designate the gauge, 
itis possible that it would sooner become 
universal if numbered and designated 
D. G., as the Birmingham gauge is 
B. W. G. 

This and all other propositions to change 
the well-established weights and measures: 
which are the outgrowth of centuries and 
which are the survival of the fittest for the 
world, started with ten multiples and sub- 
divisions which you propose to re-establish, 
seems to me to be this way : That the men 
who deal in ideas wish to dictate to the 
men who deal in things, that the mathe- 
matician wants to fix things for his con- 
venience at the expense of the convenience 
of the workman, while there are a hundred 
workmen to every mathematician, and the 
mathematician gains nothing in money, 
while the workman will be put to millions 
of expense, and will not only receive no 
benefit, but so long as our present books 
exist, and so long as things now made en- 
dure to be required, the double set of tools 
must exist, and every one reading an old 
book will have to translate the figures to 
comprehend or use the results.—/ohn E£.

One of the means to promote the 
extension of the various branches of indus- 
try is toenable those engaged therein to 
obtain promptly a knowledge of the new 
machines and implements employed to pro- 
duce articles of good quality at the lowest 
cost. These ends can be attained by estab- 
lishing a centre where machinery, etc., 
may be constantly exhibited, and where full 
information in relation thereto may be ob- 
tainable by interested parties. 

Working under this theory the Peruvian 
Government has decided to establish a per- 
manent exhibition of machinery at Lima.
